(CONTINUED. STILL FURTHER ALARMING FACTS) 


lll. WHAT MOVIES ARE ABOUT 


It would not be fair to the movies to judge the whole 
industry by one film. All of us know shocking incidents, 
portrayed on the screen, that come to mind as evidence 
against the movies. But “one swallow does not make a 
summer,” and if we are to pass judgment on the whole 
movie industry, then it would be proper for us to have 
scientific facts about a large number of representative films, 
before we pass judgment. 


Fortunately, it is now possible for us to have such 
facts. A few years ago the Motion Picture Research Coun- 
cil, headed at the time by Dr. A. Lawrence Lowell, Presi- 
dent emeritus of Harvard University, suggested to the 
Payne Fund that they initiate a detailed, scientific and 
educational investigation and analysis of moving pictures 
and their effect upon children and young people. At a cost 
of thousands of dollars, a comprehensive survey was thus 
made by scientists, psychologists, sociologists and educa- 
tors specially selected for the task. Dr. W. W. Charters, 
professor of Educational Research in Ohio State University, 
was chairman of the group of investigators. Twelve inde- 
pendent investigations were made by these educators and 
scientists through a period of four years. They published 
their findings separately. Before me is a copy of a sum- 
mary of the entire investigation. It is written by Henry 
James Forman, and the book, printed by McMillan Com- 
pany is “Our Movie Made Children.” We will quote here 
some, excerpts from this book, by the kind permission of 
the McMillan Company (see footnote). 


Remember that this material is selected by scientists 
and educators, among them professors in anumber of great 
universities. They were not preachers nor religious work- 
ers. Their findings are unbiased. The book, “Our Movie 
Made Children,” summarizing the results, is written by Mr. 
Forman who is a nationally-known writer, having been 
connected with the New York Sun, an editor of Literary 
Digest, and later of Collier’s Magazine. The book is widely 
hailed everywhere by newspapers and educational authori- 
ties. We may take quotations from it as absolutely au- 
thoritative, not written by cranks, by reformers, nor even 
by preachers, certainly not by enemies of the movies. 
Notice some of the findings of this great investigation as 
reported in “Our Movie Made Children.”’ 


“Dr. Edgar Dale undertook this task of sorting 
out, classifying and analyzing some 1500 movies and 
their contents. Without going into the details of lab- 
oratory technique, it will suffice to say that he took 
000 pictures, output of each of the years 1920, 1925, 
and 1930 . . . What he found was that out of 500 pic- 
tures in 1920, eighty-two per cent dealt with the three 
major themes of crime, sex, and love; in 1925, seventy- 
nine percent were preoccupied with these themes, and 
in 1930, seventy-two per cent. In that year, however, 
mystery and war pictures, which often included crime, 
or, at all events, violence, rose from small figures to 
nine per cent, which goes to swell the above totals. In 
other words, somewhere between seventy - five and 
eighty per cent of all pictures dealt with love, sex, 
crime or mystery films. 


The impression of moral people, that the movies are 
given over overwhelmingly, to presenting personal scenes, is 
borne out, then, by the actual facts. The average child 
attends the movie once each week. Seventy-seven million 
people attend the movies each week in America, and 
twenty-eight million of them are adolescents. If your child, 
then, attends the movies once each week for a year, for 
thirty-nine weeks of the year he will see pictures that are 
primarily based upon sex, love, crime, and bloodshed. Let 
us analyze carefully what it is that these children see in 
the movies, what everybody who attends the movies see, 
and you will soon See that anyone who attends the movies

acterize American films as a whole. Those who attend 
picture shows see such things, have their minds filled with 
such things. The characters they see there are like the 
176 thieves, the twenty - five prostitutes, the thirty - five 
drunkards, portrayed in those 250 films! Surely the con- 
tent of American films, are such that every Christian 
should avoid them. 


“Now the works of the flesh are manifest, which 
are these: adultery, fornication, uncleanness, lascivi- 
ousness, 

“Tdolatry, witchcraft, hatred, variance, emula- 
tions, wrath, strife, seditions, heresies, 

“Envyings, murders, drunkenness, revellings, and 
such like: of the which I tell you before, as I have 
also told you in time past, that they which do such 
things shall not inherit the kingdom of God” (Gal. 
5:19-21). 

We are also told that: 


"The Chicago Censorship Board some time ago eliminated from 
788 pictures: 1,811 scenes of assault with guns with intent to kill, 
175 scenes of assault with knives, 231 scenes of hanging, 757 scenes 
of attacks on women for immoral purposes, 929 scenes of nudity and 
semi-nudity, twenty-one scenes of jail-breaking.’’ 

Analyze carefully what the Chicago Board of Cen- 
sorship found in those pictures. There was an average of 
nearly one attack on women for immoral purposes to every 
film, an average of more than one scene of nudity and semi- 
nudity to each picture, and an average of more than two 
scenes of assault with guns with intent to kill in each 
picture, besides the thrilling scenes of attempted murder 
with knives, and the jail-breaks, etc. This does not mean 
that all such scenes were eliminated — only the most of- 
fensive were eliminated. And that was only in Chicago. 
Other large cities often have no such Board of Censor- 


ship. Over the country at large these scenes which were | 


too vile for Chicago were shown without restraint, in most 
movie theaters. 
F'rom the book, “Our Movie Made Children,” by Henry 


James Forman, printed by McMillan, quoted by permission, | 


we give the following quotation. On page thirty-four: 


“In 1930 there were among 500 pictures, 137 deal- 
ing with crime and, in addition, 43 dealing with mys- 
tery and war, we arrive at the conclusion that thirty- 
six per cent of all the pictures were loaded with 
scenes of either crime or violence.” 


Page thirty-six of the same book says: 


“In 115 pictures taken at random from _ recent 
productions and analyzed by Dr. Drake, there are 59 
in which murders and homicides are either attempted 
or committed. Seventy-one deaths by violence actually 
occur in 54 of the pictures. The hero, being a hero, is 
responsible for only twenty-one per cent of them.”

hundreds of films, as reported in the book, “Our Movie 
Made Children,” mentioned above, and sex, love, crime and 
war, are the principal themes of between seventy-five and 
eighty-two per cent of all the films. 

These are the things that America thinks about! 
Seventy-seven million people see these things of the screen 
every week! That is the reason that five and six year old 
boys will be found on the side-walks playing ‘cops and rob- 
bers,’ and usually the robbers (or bandits or gangsters) 
are the heroes. These scenes of wickedness, whether of 
attacks on women for immoral purposes, or gun fights or 
jail-breaking or of nude women — these scenes, I say, fill 
the hearts and minds of picture show goers. Both principal 
avenues into the brain are used, sight and hearing. With 
people inflamed by advertising, lulled by music, encouraged 
by educators, the movies are making cesspools of the minds 
of American people. People are, in the words of the Scrip- 
tures, 


“Being filled with all unrighteousness, fornication, wickedness, 
covetousness, maliciousness; full of envy, murder, debate, deceit, 
malignity; whisperers, 

“Backbiters, haters of God, despiteful, proud, boasters, inven- 
tors of evil things, disobedient to parents, 

“Without understanding, covenant-breakers, without natural af- 
fection, implacable, unmerciful: 

"Who, knowing the judgment of God, that they which commit 
such things are worthy of death, not only do the same, but have 
pleasure in them that do them" (Romans |:29-32). 


With minds continually on evil things, people must do 
evil. Movie theater goers do not obey the command of the 
Lord in Philippians 4:8: 

"Finally, brethren, whatsoever things are true, whatsoever things 
are honest, whatsoever things are just, whatsoever things are pure, 
whatsoever things are lovely, whatsoever things are of good report; 
if there be any virtue, and if there be any praise, think on these 
things.”
